While no group has claimed responsi- 
bility, the scale of the blast and its high- 
profile target were seen by many as the 
signature of media-sawy A 1 Qaeda. 

Interior Ministry chief Rehman Malik 
said “all roads lead to FATA” in major 
Pakistani suicide attacks— referring to 
Federally Administered Tribal Areas, 
where U.S. officials worry that Osama 
bin Laden and A 1 Qaeda No. 2 Ayman al- 
Zawahri are hiding. 


Mahmood Shah, a former government 
security chief for Pakistan’s tribal areas, 
said that while the attack had “all the sig- 
natures” of an A 1 Qaeda strike, homegrown 
Taliban militants probably had learned how 
to execute an attack of such magnitude. 

A 1 Qaeda was providing “money, moti- 
vation, direction and all sort of leadership 
and using the Taliban as gun fodder,” he 
suggested. 

A Pakistani intelligence official, speak- 
ing on condition of anonymity because he 
is not authorized to speak on the record to 
media, said investigators were examining 
just that theory 

Rescue teams searched the blackened 
hotel room by room Sunday, finding sev- 
eral more bodies, and Gilani said the death 
toll had risen to 53. A Danish diplomat was 
also listed as missing and rescue workers 
said they expected to find more human 
remains.

WASHINGTON Treasury Secretary Henry 
Paulson said Sunday that the nation’s credit 
markets remain frozen and Congress must 
move quickly to pass a $700 billion bailout 
package for financial firms. But key Democrats 
said the legislation needs changes to provide 
better protections for taxpayers and hom- 
eowners in danger of losing their homes. 

“The credit markets are still very fragile 
right now and frozen,” Paulson said in an inter- 
view on NBC’s “Meet the Press.” “We need to 
deal with this and deal with it quickly” 

Can’t wrap your head around $700 billion? 
Try this. Even allowing for inflation and in the 
context of federal spending standards, $700 
billion represents more than $2,000 for every 
man, woman and child in the U.S. 

To put it another way, $700 billion is 
more than the gross domestic products of 
Argentina and Chile combined, according to 
current almanacs. 

The sum is roughly what the Pentagon 
expects to spend in the fiscal year that ends 
Sept. 30, including the costs of the cam- 
paigns in Iraq and Afghanistan, according 
to the Center for Arms Control and Non-

which cited figures from the Congressional 
Research Service and Office of Management 
and Budget data. 

The arms-control research group calculates 
the U.S. spent $670 billion (in 2007 dollars) on 
the war in Vietnam. And yet another way to 
look at it is that $700 billion is more than 40 
times what NASA will spend this fiscal year.

Project runway 

O’Hare’s new landing strip set to begin operating on Nov. 20

The first new runway built at O’Hare in 37 years served as a 
festive running track on Sunday but Chicago aviation offi- 
cials still must complete a marathon full of obstacles before 
taking a victory lap. 

On the northern edge of O’Hare, a safe distance from jets 
landing and taking off, several thousand runners, walkers and 
shutterbugs turned out for “Community Day” to mark the 
completion of new runway 9 Left/27 Right, set to open in 
two months. 

The highlight of the day was the Athens Sister City Shuffle 
5K on the Runway 

It was a race to raise funds for a project called “The 
Runners,” a sculpture of five runners “emerging from 
antiquity to meet the present.” When completed, the 
sculpture will be installed along Interstate 190, the highway 
leading to O’Hare. 

Runway 9 Left/27 Right is scheduled to begin operating 
on Nov 20 along with a new air-traffic control tower built 
to direct traffic on the so-called bad-weather landing strip, 
which is intended to help ease O’Hare’s notorious flight 
delays. 

But the airline industry has so far refused to help Chicago 
pay for the bulk of the O’Hare Modernization Program, 
which Mayor Daley wants completed before the 2016 
Olympics that the city hopes to host. 

City officials are struggling in tumultuous economic times 
to arrange private financing for new runways, terminals and 
other improvements. 

The cloudy future comes on top of delays to the project 
caused partly by lawsuits from anti-expansion forces that 
threaten to drive up costs.

The frisky, yellow Labrador

Explosives. 

With his 
sensitive 
and highly 
trained nose, 
Chris doesn’t just sniff out a hidden 
bomb. 

He finds a place where explosives 
used to be stored— even after they 
have been removed. 

“Chris can smell things that we 
can’t even see,” says Donald Sorrano, 
assistant special agent in charge of 
ATF’s Chicago office. 

On a recent morning, ATF put on 
a demonstration. 

Chris roamed a large room within 
the ATF’s Chicago office, sniffing. 

He stopped at a black valise 
propped against a wall. His handler, 
veteran ATF Special Agent John 
Boskovich, had hidden a revolver in 
it. There were no shells in the pistol 
and therefore no visible gunpowder 
for Chris to smell. 

But there were traces. And that 
was enough. 

Next, Chris parked himself quietly 
beside a closet door. Behind the door 
were two sticks of dynamite. 

Both times he was rewarded with a 
snack. 

Some 130 ATF trained dogs similar 
to Chris are in service nationwide. 
Many have been trained by the 
ATF and turned over to local police 
departments, including one in 
the Kane County community of 
Yorkville.

That’s when the dogs 
attacked. 

Car hits steamroller on Edens 

A person was flown to a Park Ridge hospital 
after a Saturday morning crash on the 
Edens Expressway, an Illinois State Police 
spokesman said. A car hit a construction 
steamroller about 4:30 a.m. in the 
northbound lanes of the expressway near 
Dundee Road, said Illinois State Police Master 
Sgt. Rene Benavidez. Traffic was blocked 
in both directions until about 6:25 a.m., 
Benavidez said. 

Beating death investigated 

Chicago police are investigating the beating 
death of a 41-year-old man on the 3800 block 
of West 47th Street, officials said Sunday. 
Robert Ulmer, 41, of the 4000 block of South 
Maplewood Avenue, received blunt trauma 
to the head by attackers about 1 a.m. Sunday 
after an argument turned physical. He was 
taken to Stroger Hospital in critical condition, 
said officer John Henry, but died several hours 
later. 

Motorcycle crash kills man 

A 33-year-old Chicago man died in a 
motorcycle crash on the Racine Avenue 
exit ramp of the Kennedy Expressway late 
Saturday, police said. Edward Massas of the 
800 block of West Adams Street was ejected 
from his motorcycle after losing control at 
700 N. Racine Ave. about 11:30 p.m. No other 
vehicles were involved, police said. Massas 
was not wearing a helmet, according to the 
Cook County medical examiner’s office. 

Helicopter crashes through roof 

A helicopter crashed through the roof of a 
house in Kenosha on Sunday, killing the two 
people on board but leaving the family inside 
the house unharmed. Five people were in the 
house when the helicopter crashed at about 
5:30 a.m. Sunday about one mile south of 
Kenosha Airport, police said. 

Bones of missing man found 

The bones of a suburban Chicago man missing 
since 1995 have been found in a mass grave 
in Fort Myers, Fla. The bones were among 
skeletons belonging to eight people first 
discovered in March 2007. Authorities say 
one skeleton matches the DNA of John James 
Tihay, who lived near Aurora. He was 25 when 
he disappeared. The eight deaths have been 
ruled homicides. Authorities have not said 
how the victims died, citing the ongoing 
investigation. 


New Hindu temple opens

A Hindu temple that devotees say was 114 
years in the making opened in southwest 
suburban Homer Glen on Sunday 

Since 1967, the Vivekananda Vedanta 
Society has been in Hyde Park, but 
growing membership, a lack of parking 
at the old site, an increasing percentage 
of members who live in the suburbs and 
a desire to fulfill the teachings of Swami 
Vivekananda led the society to build a 
new temple, society spokesman Frank 
Parlato said. 

Swami Vivekenanda— famous in India 
for a speech he gave at the 1893 Chicago 
World’s Fair and his push back home 
for independence, work that reportedly 
inspired Mohandas Gandhi— referred in 
his writings to a “Universal Temple” that 
would teach meditation and the spiritual 
discipline of yoga to anyone from any 
faith for free, said Parlato, a practicing 
Hindu. No religious ceremonies or rituals 
will be performed at the new temple. 

More than 300 people gathered on 
Sunday at the 32,000-square-foot temple, 
a mix of prairie-style and classic Hindu 
architecture, to see the new shrine room 
consecrated by a priest dressed in white, 
who burned incense while surrounded 


by seated monks in ocher robes, Parlato 
said. 

Five sacred images from the Hyde Park 
shrine were transferred to the new tem- 
ple, he said, and the swamies moved into 
their new quarters there on Sunday 
“It has a symbolism behind it. It’s 


transferring the universal energy into the 
shrine at this particular location,” Parlato 
said. 

“This was conceived 114 years ago and 
now has come to fruition.” 

The temple, set on 15 acres, has a 
library, meditation area and book store. 


Chicago organizer 
talks about gangs 

Jose “Cha-Cha” Jimenez returned to his Chicago roots on Sunday, 
speaking to an audience of more than 200 gathered in a modest 
Humboldt Park church about the role played by a one-time street 
gang, the 'Young Lords, as a force for community and political activism 
during the turbulent 1960s. 

As part of a program remembering the 'Young Lords, which Jimenez 
helped form into a community activist group in 1968, speakers said 
that some of the issues that the Young Lords dealt with still exist 
today Their brand of community activism is needed now more than 
ever, speakers said. 

Jimenez, who lives in Cleveland now, said gang violence is 
perpetuated in part by a lack of direction. 

“They don’t have any leadership to show them a different way,” 
Jimenez told the group gathered at San Lucas United Church of Christ. 
“Like when we had the Young Lords and the Black Panthers.” 

Gentrification changed Lincoln Park where the Young Lords 
evolved, and Jimenez said he sees that happening now in Humboldt 
Park. 

For years, Puerto Ricans and other minorities had been displaced 
from gentrifying neighborhoods such as Lincoln Park and Wicker 
Park. In 1968, the Toung Lords took matters into their own hands 
when they briefly took over a neighborhood church basement and 
other buildings— installing food programs and other services. It 
became a rallying call for community building in Chicago, New 'York 
and several other cities. 


Museum officials 
hope to rebuild 

Standing outside the charred remains of the 
Chinese-American Museum of Chicago where the 
smell of burnt 19th Century robes, photographs 
and countless other artifacts wafted through the 
air, officials Sunday vowed to rebuild. 

“We are all saddened by this event. But we 
have to take a deep breath and pull ourselves 
together,” said Raymond Lee, who just three years 
ago helped to buy the property at 238 W 23rd St. 
in order to give Chicago’s Chinese-American 
community a place to preserve its history 

The cause of Friday’s fire remains under 
investigation, said Kim K. Tee, president of the 
Chinatown Museum Foundation. 

Museum officials said they hope to have it 
back up and running within a year. 

Most of the museum’s permanent collections, 
including 23 historic dioramas, antique 
embroidered wall hangings and a Peking Opera 
costume, were lost in the blaze. 

Staff from the Chicago History Museum and 
Field Museum worked with volunteers much of 
the weekend to help salvage artifacts. 

“We didn’t know how to deal with a disaster 
like this,” said Andrea Stamm, a member of the 
Chinatown Museum Foundation board.

For one brief moment, Brian Griese acknowledged a little 
extra satisfaction. 

He refused to take shots at his former team during the week, 
but landed a big one at the last moment on a day when he was 
off target. 

“I can’t lie to you guys,” he said. “The game meant a lot to 
me, personally, coming back.” 

Griese set up Matt Bryant’s winning 21-yard field goal in 
overtime with a 38-yard pass to Antonio Bryant, and the 
Tampa Bay Buccaneers rallied to beat the Chicago Bears 27- 
24 on Sunday 

After blowing a 14-point lead in a 20-17 loss at Carolina 
last week, the Bears couldn’t protect a 24-14 advantage in the 
fourth quarter. 

The Buccaneers got a 35-yard field goal from Matt Bryant 
with 3:11 left, and Griese orchestrated a 79 -yard touchdown 
drive in the final 1:49, hitting Jerramy Stevens with a i-yard 
pass in the closing seconds of regulation. Several key mistakes 


cost Chicago (1-2) in overtime. 

After Tampa Bay (2-1) punted, Rashied Davis dropped a 
third-down pass near the Buccaneers 35. Tampa Bay then took 
over at its own 7 and had third-and-9 at the 8 when Griese hit 
Stevens with a 2-yard pass. 

There was a pileup and Charles Tillman jumped in late, 
leading to an unnecessary roughness penalty that gave the 
Buccaneers a first down at the 24. Tampa Bay was at the 
Chicago 44 when Antonio Bryant beat Nathan Vasher for a 
3 8 -yard pass that set up the winning field goal. 

“It was a costly mistake on my part,” said Tillman, who had a 
shoving match with Tampa Bay’s Donald Penn after the game’s 
first play from scrimmage. 

Griese said he “kept preaching” that his teammates main- 
tain their focus after that skirmish and “it ended up paying off 
for us,” he said. 

The Buccaneers were leading 14-9 when Vasher picked 
off Griese midway through the third quarter, and the Bears 
immediately grabbed the lead. 
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“With the Peanut call, I think it should have been offsetting [penalties]. Usually the refs 
catch the second person. He was probably just defending himself.”

Kyle Orton, who struggled in the first 
half, orchestrated an 86 -yard touchdown 
drive that ended with a 6 -yard pass to 
Matt Forte. Brandon Lloyd caught the 
conversion pass to give the Bears a 17-14 
lead and added a 19 -yard TD that made it a 
10 -point game midway through the fourth 
quarter. 

Orton was 22-for-34 for 268 yards with 
two touchdowns and two interceptions. 
Not bad, considering he passed for just 
76 yards in the first half, got sacked three 
times and had one pass intercepted in the 
end zone by Barrett Ruud and another 
returned 45 yards by Gaines Adams for a 
TD. 

“I think we kept them off balance a 
little bit {in the second half],” Orton said. 
“Basically I think we executed and that’s 
what it always comes down to, is execu- 
tion. And I thought we were put in good 
position all day We really got it going there 



for a stretch, we were executing and mov- 
ing the chains.” 

Lloyd had six catches for 124 yards, and 
Forte caught seven for 66. The rookie also 
ran for 89 yards on 27 attempts. 

The Bears were able to get good field 
position because of their defense even 
though Pro Bowl kick returner Devin 
Hester was sidelined by a rib injury, but 
they missed several touchdown chances 
early on. 

Chicago took away the run game, hold- 
ing Warrick Dunn to 31 yards on five 
carries and Earnest Graham to 16 on 12 
attempts. Antonio Bryant caught 10 pass- 
es for 138 yards, none bigger than the last 
one. And Ike Hilliard added six catches 
and 57 yards with Joey Galloway nursing a 
sprained foot. 

“It was just a great ball and a great 
catch,” Vasher said, referring to Antonio 


Bryant’s 38-yarder. “It was a 

long game and they made some plays when 

they needed to.” 

That Griese led a late rally was ironic. 
And just to be clear: He called some plays 
while others came from the sideline as the 
Buccaneers made their run. 

Why bring that up? 

Because Griese found himself in an awk- 
ward situation after his finest moment as a 
Bear last season. 

He led Chicago on a 97-yard touch- 
down drive with no timeouts in the final 
two minutes of a 19-16 win at Philadelphia 
and mentioned afterward that he had to 
call all but the final play because the audio 
in his helmet wasn’t working. The next day 
he was at the podium to clear up a “mis- 
communication” and say some of the plays 
were, in fact, called from the sideline.

Reality hosts emceed the Emmy awards on Sunday but the show 
would have completely bombed without Tina Fey 

The “30 Rock” creator, writer and actress offered some of the 
best moments of the night. 

“I want to thank my parents for giving me confidence dispro- 
portionate to my looks and abilities,” Fey said after winning for 
best comedy actress in “30 Rock.” Fey also won a writing award, 
and “30 Rock” won best comedy. 

Earlier Fey and Amy Poehler offered the first 
real laughs of the 60th annual Primetime Emmy 
Awards when they presented the award for sup- 
porting actor in a comedy Fey asked a pregnant 
Poehler when she was due to have her baby 
“How dare you,” Poehler said. “I’ve gained 
weight for a role.” 

They created the first laughs in a show that 
started off slowly with Oprah Winfrey talking 
glowingly about TV Then the five hosts— Ryan 
Seacrest, Tom Bergeron, Heidi Klum, Howie 
Mandel and Jeff Probst— came out dressed in similar suits. They 
rambled on and on until Bergeron and William Shatner ripped off 
Klum’s suit to reveal hot pants. 


Presenter Ricky Gervais took the comedy baton from Fey and 
Poehler, and for a few minutes a very boring show soared. After 
watching a montage of Emmy speeches, including Gervais’ win 
last year when he was not there to accept and Steve Carell took his 
award, Gervais demanded the award from a stone-faced Carell. 

“I made you what you are and I get nothing back,” he told 
Carell. “Have you been to see ‘Ghost Town’ yet? I sat through 
‘Evan Almighty’ Give me my Emmy” 

Gervais went off stage, then tickled, kicked and berated Carell 
until he got his Emmy back. 

The show’s theme was 60 years of TV, and clips from old series 
often upstaged what was happening in the present. The embar- 
rassment might have been greatest for Josh Groban, who goofed 
his way through a performance of several TV 
theme songs including “South Park,” “Cops,” 
“Fresh Prince of Bel- Air” and “Two and a Half 
Men.” 

Simon Cowell would say Groban’s perfor- 
mance was as cheesy as a cruise ship concert.
